Deserter Processing Slows 
As ‘Volunteers’ Hesitate 


Energy Conservation Measures 
Draw Angry Public Response

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
administration is considering

(UPi) _ Processing of desert­ 
ers in President Ford’s consti- 
tional am nesty program has 
tapered off somewhat this week, 
as 
the 
paper 
work 
begins 
involving those who voluntarily 
surrender. 


Most of 
the 
first 
to 
be 
processed were deserters al­ 
ready in military custody. Less 
than 90 of the first 720 deserters 
to be processed were “pure 
volunteers,” Army Maj. John 
T. Kal.lun.ki said Tuesday. 


The position taken by the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
also 
may 
have 
'encouraged 
some deserters to think twice 
before surrendering. The ACLU 
has raised questions about the 
legality 
of 
the 
conditional 
amnesty program. 
“ It's a little tough trying to 
keep the records straight, but 
I’m counting only 88 as pure 
volunteers—guys who came in 
with letters we’d sent them or, 
for example, we had one guy 
who just drove into the camp 
here,” 
Kallunki 
said. 
He 
explained that each of the 2,200' 
deserters from any branch of 
the armed services who had 
called in to one of the clemency 
information stations around the 
country and given a name and 
address was sent a letter he 
was supposed to bring with him 
when he turned himself in. 
The camp, a World War II 
training center about 40 miles 
south of Indianapolis, serves as 
the 
processing 
center 
for 
deserters from the Army, Air 
Force, 
Marines, 
Navy 
and 
National Guard. Kallunki said 
that as of Monday night 633 
deserters had been processed 
out 
of 
the 
m ilitary 
with 
undesirable discharges and 81 
were at the camp undergoing 
processing. 
“We’ve had around 500 that 
had been in military custody 
before arriving at the camp or 
at 
Fort 
Harrison 
in 
In­ 
dianapolis,” 
Kallunki said “any of those 
are 
guys 
who 
turned 
themselves in or had been 
apprehended for being AWOL 
and had not stood trial. A 
goodly number of them were in 
custody before President Ford 
announced his plan.’’ 
Since the camp has opened to 
process 
deserters, 
it 
has 
received several large ship­ 
ments 
of 
persons 
“volun­ 
teering” for the program who 
were 
actually 
persons 
the 
armed services had caught 
after they deserted and who 
opted for up to 24 months of 
alternative service rather than 
face time in a stockade and 
further military service, the 
major confirmed. These have 
been the bulk of the persons 
mustered out of the armed 
.services in the first two weeks 
of the program. 
“1 can’t say I’m discouraged 
by the showing so far, because 
we 
actually 
didn’t 
expect 
volunteers to start showing up 
for a week or two,” he said. 
“'The letters we sent 'them tells 
them they have 150 days to 
report and some of them, may 
have some personal business 
they want to take care of first.” 
Word of information 
con­ 
tained in the letters could have 
resulted in .some of the ,500 
being deserters “who skipped a 
step"’by not calling ahead to 
check 
with 
officials 
before 


arriving 
for 
the 
clemency 
processing, Kallunki said. 


“We .say in the letter if the 
deserter doesn’t have funds to 
get here, he should go to the 
nearest military authorities— 
that can be a recruiting station 
or whatever—and they will give 
him a transportation request of 
ticket, to get here;” Kallunki 
said. 
“Most guys 
generally 
know if they are eligible for the 
program.The exceptions would 
be a guy who went absent 
without leave on the same day, 
say, that the sergeant’s car was 
stolen or something came up 
missing or a guy who went over 
the hill for a second or third 
time after being taken into 
custody after March, 1973—the 
cutoff deadline.” 


Kallunki said be did nol yet 
have data available on numbers 
of men who had heard of the 
program and decided to surren- 


der

without calling for a “reserva-

Red Cross Adds Ten 
New Board Members 


Approximately 35 people were 
in attendance at the annual 
meeting of the Rush County 
chapter of American Red Cross 
Wednesday night. 
The dinner meeting was held 
in the dining room of St Paul 
United 
M ethodist 
Church, 
where the annual report was 
given, and D. K. Bell, field 
representative, showed slides of 
the April tornado and talked 
about com m unity prep ared ­ 
ness. 
Election of officers was also 
held, and 10 new 'directors were 
noted. 
In commenting on the April 
tornado which devastated many 
Indiana communities, Mr. Bell 
said many of these communities 
were not prepared to deal with 
such heavy destruction and 
displacement of people. He did 
note, however, that Rushville 
and Rush County does have a 
functional disaster plan, which 
coordinates the proper agencies 
to act in case something hap­ 
pens here. 
Bell also noted that as a result 
of the 1966 and 1974 tornadoes, 
more communities are coming 
to the realization that a func­ 
tioning, coordinated disaster 
plan is indeed necessary, and 
many com m unities are a t­ 
tending to this. 
Bell also pointed out the role 
of the Red Cross in disaster, 
stating it is one of the assisting 
agencies, and has its own work 
plan within the organization 
itself in event it is needed. 
“We deal in the humanities,” 
Beil said. “Emergency food, 
shelter, clothing, and attending 
to the nursing care is the 
mandated role of Red Cross," 
Bell said. 
In the annual report by the 
executive secretary, a total of 
115 cases of help for the military 
are listed, 
with 
18 death 
messages sent, 16 emergency 
leave requests sent, and 14 
reports of serious illness in 
families handled.

Sefton had been found dead in 
his home Monday afternoon by 
relatives when he failed to show 
up at work and at church. He 
was the victim, of over 30 stab 
wounds, thought to have been 
inflicted with a knife which was 
found under his body. 
Detective Moore said the auto 
had been spotted Monday on a 
deadend road near 1-69 in the 
vicinity of Ft. Wayne by a 
Public 
Service 
Company 
worker. In checking the license 
number at the time, no missing 
or stolen report was indicated, 
because Sefton's death had not 
yet been discovered, and the 
stolen car was not on file in 
the computer. 
The car was hidden in bushes 
on the reportedly seldom used 
portion of a dead-end road, and 


when it became listed as a 
stolen vehicle, Indiana State 
Police at Ft. Wayne post 
notified authorities here, Moore 
said. 
Wednesday Detective Moore 
and Technician David Cash- 
dollar went to Ft. Wayne and 
checked the car for possible 
dues. They also enlisted the aid 
of the Ft. Wayne press and radio 
to help find someone who might 
have seen a person or persons in 
the stolen car before it was 
abandoned. 
“Because the car was in the 
Ft. Wayne area when aban­ 
doned does not follow that the 
suspect or suspects are from 
that area,” Moore said. “The 
car was very law on gas, and 
could have been left for that 
reason.” 
Moore said the intensive 
search for the killer or killers 
continues, with several men 
spending full time on the in­ 
vestigation.

Alert Maintained 
In Portugal Uprising

LISBON (UPI) - Portugal’s 
armed forces maintained a war 
alert today, rounding up righ­ 
tists suspected of plotting an 
abortive coup, military sources 
said. 
The sources said more than 
300 persons have been arrested 
since authorities broke up plans 
for the reported coup over the 
weekend. 
Army troops raided the right- 
wing Progress party’s Lisbon 
office, 
confiscating 
molotov 
cocktails and shopping lists for 
weapons to arm about 2,000 
men, the sources said. 
A high-ranking government 
source 
reported 
foiling 
a 
rightist coup plot centered on 
the assassination of former 
President Antonio de Spinola, 
the conservative leader of the 
left-leaning government. 
Spinola was untouched by the 
reported plot, but he resigned 
the presidency Monday after 
losing a weekend power strug­ 
gle with leftist Premier Vasco 
Goncalves. 
Goncalves was expected to 


call a meeting of his cabinet 
today to map out Portugal’s 
economic 
future. 
He 
urged 
workers to give the government 
a day’s pay next Sunday to get 
the nation’s stagnant economy 
moving. 
Gen. 
Francisco 
da X osta 
Gomes, a political unknown 
backed by the Communists and 
Socialists, replaced Spinola as 
president. 
The Portuguese news agency 
AN I reported several persons 
detained in Luanda, capital of 
the African colony of Angola, 
on charges of being involved in 
the alleged coup. 
The agency said police in 
Angola are looking for Antonio 
Ferronha, secretary general of 
the Christian Democratic party, 
who met Spinola last month to 
discuss Portugal *s decolon iza - 
tion of the territory. 
A government spokesman in 
Lisbon said some of the coup 
suspects 
rounded 
up 
have 
already 
been 
released 
and 
others may be freed “depend­ 
ing 
on 
what 
the 
evidence 
against them will show.” 


JFord To Become Second 
To Testify For Committee

1862, 
President 
Abraham 
Lincoln 
appeared 
before the 
House 
Judiciary 
Committee to deny under oath 
he conspired to leak his own 
State of the Union speech. 


Next Thursday at 10 a.m. 
EDT, President Gerald R. Ford 
will appear before that same 
committee’s subcommittee on 
criminal justice to explain, why 
he pardoned Richard M Nixon, 
his predecessor. 


Lincoln is the only president 
before Ford to testify before a 
congressional 
com m ittee. 
George Washington appeared 
before the full 
Senate and 
Theodore Roosevelt appeared 
twice before congressional com­ 
mittees after he left the White 
House. 
The Senate Watergate Com­ 
mittee cited the Lincoln inci­ 
dent in a brief filed in federal 
court arguing against, former 
President 
Nixon’s 
claim 
of 
executive privilege. 
“During the Civil War," the 
brief said, "President Lincoln 
appeared 
before 
the 
House 


Judiciary Committee to deny 
under oath that his wife was a 
co-conspirator with one ‘Cheva­ 
lie r’ 
Henry 
Wycoff 
in 
a 
premature release (‘leak’) of 
the 
President’s 
forthcoming 
message to Congress which 
appeared in the New 
York 
Herald in December, 1861.” 
Accounts of the appearance 
were carried in the New York 
Tribune,

York Herald and Boston Morn­ 
ing Journal.

Berger quoted notes of Sen.

overawe the timid and neutral 
part of the Senate."

Newsprint Price Raised 


NEW' YORK (UPI) — Some North American paper 
producers of newsprint have announced $25 increases, 
bringing the U.S. price for 30-pound newsprint to nearly 
$260 a ton The price hikes, announced within recent days, 
will be effective next Jan. 1 The companies are Boise 
Cascade of Boise, Idaho; Domtar Ltd, of Quebec; Price 
Paper and Pulp Co. of Quebec; and Anglo-Candian Pulp 
and Paper Co of Toronto. Other companies said they are 
considering higher prices. Canadian industry sources said 
the $'260 price will just keep up with, increases for 
production and labor. 


Supreme Court Rules On Deadline 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The Indiana Supreme 
Court, bv 4-1 decision, held that Governor Bowen is not 
required by law to name a Marion County juvenile judge 
by any deadline and that the courts cannot compel the 
office to be placed on the 1974 election ballot. John A. 
Stanek. who was registered by the Democrats as their 
juvenile court judge candidate, had sought to compel the 
Marion County Election Board to put the judgeship on the 
Nov 5 ballot The incumbent. Judge Harold Eields, died 
last May and Bown has never named a successor for him. 
The supreme Court, on May 28, did name a judge pro 
tempore “to assure the smooth administration of juvenile 
justice pending gubernatorial appointment."

Terri Lynn Johnson of Martinsville, who writes 
publicity for the Indiana State Highway Commission, says 
that vandalism is a major problem of the state road 
system. 


“Vandals regularly deface, destroy, and remove 
everything imaginable,” from highway rest areas They 
take '“mirrors off the wall, tend dryers, and even toilets. 
To cut down on vandalism, full-time personnel are 
assigned 24 hours a day to 'the larger rest areas.** 
Furthermore, Hoosiers abuse the trash collection 
system at rest areas. Residents living near them use them 
as a dump for their household trash and garbage. Some of 
the trash containers have been removed from certain 
areas because of this practice; and the highway com­ 
mission plans to give up 24 of its 90 rest areas on primary 
and secondary road systems. They will either be1 turned, 
over to nearby cities or sold. 


They hope to use the money saved by abandoning 
certain areas to improve services at others, and it looks 
like most of the improvements will be in the nature of 
preventing depredation. 


Each pair of rest areas on Indiana’s interstate system 
represents an expenditure of about 1200,000. If people 
owned these in their own names, they wouldn’t think of 
committing the indecencies in them that they do in the 
public's property; but that's just as much theirs as is their 
own.

High Officials Still 
Plug New Gasoline Tax 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Fed­ 
eral energy administrator John 
Sawhill said today 
he 
has 
proposed that the government 
levy a 20 to 30 cent per gallon 
“refundable fee" on gasoline. 
Sawhill, head of the Federal 
Energy Office, said motorists 
would be able to gain their 
refund through the income tax 
system.. 
"The refund would have to 
come through the withholding 
system although other mech­ 
anisms would have to be found 
to refund to people who are not 
part of the tax system, that is 
(those) who don’t pay income 
tax on a weekly or bi-weekly 
tesis,” he said. 
“In 
order 
to 
really 
be 
effective a. fee would have to be 
somewhere in the 20 to 30 cents 
a gallon range.” 
As an example, Sawhill said 
that if a motorist drove 10,000 
miles a year in a car that got 
20 miles per gallon, he would 
pay a refundable fee of 1100. 
But he indicated that if a 


motorist drove over 10,000 a 
year or owned a car getting 
less than 20 miles per gallon, 
all of the money would not be 
refunded. 


He said he has discussed the 
fee plan, along with several 
other 
energy 
conserva ion 
measures, 
with 
“senior ad­ 
visers” to President Ford. 
Sawhill was interviewed on 
the NBC Today Show. 


He said he was opposed to a 
straight, non-refundable tax on 
gasoline.”1 don’t think that a 
straight tax would make sense 
but I do think that some kind of 
a refundable fee might make 
sense because it would help 
poorer people,” he added. 


He said the United States 
must “take some tough steps to 
cutback 
on 
our 
usage 
of 
energy” to prove to the rest of 
the world that the nation is 
“serious about, energy conser­ 
vation.”

In some circumstances, said 
Dr. S. Daniel W. Terry Jr. and 
Jam es E. 'Ramin, routine X-ray 
films do not reveal a fracture 
yet a fracture is suspected due

A 12 month, study of 438 wrist 
X-rays showed that a well 
visualized nondisplaced stripe 
of fat was demonstrated on 386 
of 400 wrist X-rays taken on 
subjects in whom, wrist injury 
was not substantiated. 


The fat stripe, however, was 
either absent or displaced, when 
patients indeed had a fracture 
involving wrist, bones...

On The Farm Front

WASHINGTON (UPI) - For 
persons whose time or cooking 
skills are limited, ready-made 
or partially prepared dinners 
from the supermarket may be 
a blessing. 
But if cost is the 
prime consideration, it might 
be wise to return to a “home 
cooking" philosophy. 


The Agriculture Department’s 
Consumer and Food Economics 
Institute recently selected foods 
from 
supermarkets 
in 
the 
Washington area and found that 
selected frozen plate dinners do 
cost more than food prepared 
from scratch. 


Some partially prepared skil­ 
let mixes, which feature most 
of the major ingredients for an 
entree in one package, may 
save the consumer money, but 
the savings depend on whether 
high or low priced brands are 
selected. 


For the survey, the Consumer 
and Food Economics Institute 
used ready-to-heat fried chicken 
and meat loaf dinners weighing 
11 ounces each. Each home- 
cooked 
meal 
used 
for 
the 
comparisons also included the 
cost of potatoes and a second 
vegetable as found in the frozen 
dinners. 
Two 
home 
made chicken 
dinner comparisons were made 
—one low-cost approach using 
1.7 ounces of cooked meat from 
the wi ng and one high-cost 
dinner yielding 2.4 ounces of 
cooked meat from the breast 
and drumstick. 
Researchers found the home- 
prepared chicken dinner, based 
on 
a 
whole 
ready-to-cook 
frying chicken, cost 38 or 49 
cents depending on the low or 
high-cost approach, while the 
convenience dinner averaged 59 
cents. This means the frozen 
chicken dinners cost 20 to 55 
per cent more than a home- 
cooked meal. 


The frozen meat loaf dinner, 
which contains 3 ounces of 
meat loaf, costs 35 cents to 
prepare at home but 59 cents to 
buy at the supermarket —a 
saving of 69 per cent for the 
chef who starts from scratch. 
The frozen dinner also con 
♦ained some textured vegetable 
protein, while the home made 
meat loaf was all beef. 
The Institute also compared 
skillet main dishes of ground 
beef stroganoff, lasagna and 
macaroni-chili beef. One pound 
of raw ground beef was used in 
all 
mait. 
dishes, 
and 
two 
comparisons were made for the 
skillet dinners by selecting the 
highest and lowest priced brand 
of each of the mixes. 
Calculating 
the 
cost 
per 
serving based on a recipe yield 
of six servings for homemade 
dinners and five servings for 
the mixes, the Institute deter 
mined fhat low- priced strogan­ 
off and 
macaroni-chili 
beef 
mixes are considerably cheaper 
than starting from scratch. 
A low-cost stroganoff dinner 
serving cost 36 cents compared 
with 43 cents for the home 
made serving and 46 cents for 
the high cost mix. A low-cost 
macaroni-chili beef mixed cost 
29 cents per serving compared 
with 34 cents for the home 
recipe and 32 cents for a high 
priced mix. 
A serving of home made 
lasagna costs 34 cents com 
pared with a 32-cent serving 
from a low-cost mix, hut the 
higher priced 
skillet 
dinner 
costs 37 cents a serving. 
The Institute concluded that 
the skillet mixes “may be a 
good buy if you and your family 
like them 
if your time or 
cooking skills are limited. You 
may even save money by 
choosing some of them. 
The 
choice must by made by com­ 
paring all the factors involved

Eight service stations in the 
area are serviced from the two 
bulk plants and four bulk trucks 
are on the road every day. 
“We operate from 7 a.m. ’til 5

“ However, we are available for 
emergency on a 24-hour basis." 


Sudden Sacrifices 
Not Proper Plan 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind — 
Dressing in leotards and using a 
belt massager or playing touch 
football on Saturday morning 
may be your idea of exercise. 
But unfortunately, these types 
of exercises won’t really help 
you lose weight and become1 
more physically fit. 
Making an occasional, heroic 
sacrifice — starving yourself for 
a day or two or exercising once 
a week until you’re i.*nausted — 
won’t make a successful dieter 
out of you, says Janet Greger, 
Extension foods and nutrition 
specialist at Purdue University. 
“To lose weight you need to 
eat fewer calories and or expend 
more energy,” Dr. Greger says. 
“And the best way to do this is to 
eat less and exercise more 
every day — in lots of little 
ways.” 
To begin a sane and safe 
exercise program, first think 
about your day. Did you drive to 
and from work, parking less 
than a block from your office? 
Then did you take an elevator 
upstairs rather than the steps? 
Did you sit and watch T. V. 
tonight rath er than expend 
energy? 
“Of course, you have a right 
to feel tired after working all 
day, but part of this exhaustion 
may 
be 
mental 
exhaustion. 
Your job may not require you to 
burn up many calories,” Dr. 
Greger points out, adding that 
this lack of physical activity 
may be a major reason for a 
weight problem.. 
The 
specialist 
suggests 
several ways you can burn up 
more calories every day — even 
if you have a sedentary desk 
job: 
Park your car a few blocks 
away from work or get off the 
bus two stops early. Walk the 
rest of the way.

Mrs. Bauer suggests that you 
keep a list with you when you 
shon If von resolve to buy only 


what’s on the list, you won’t be 
tempted to overbuy. 
But what if you find an 
unexpected good buy? The 
specialist advises that you 
substitute the good buy for 
another item on the shopping 
list. The unexpected find can 
help stretch the budget only if it 
takes the place of something 
else you were going to buy. 
As you shop, she continues, 
take a close look at the quality, 
and options of the item. The 
most expensive model is seldom 
the best buy. It usually offers 
options that you’ll pay for but 
won’t use. The basic model, on 
the other hand, is usually just as 
durable and serviceable—and it 
costs less than the fancy model. 
“The best buy is one that most 
nearly fits your intended use," 
Mrs. Bauer explains. “If the 
item is going to be used for a 
short period of time, a lower 


Walk up and down stairs. 
Avoid elevators and escalators. 
Walk whenever you get the 
chance. For example, walk to 
your mailbox yourself; don’t 
send your children. 
Think twice before you buy a 
labor-saving device. 
Mowing 
the lawn with a riding mower 
may be easier, but it robs you of 
a chance to burn up more 
calories. 
Develop an exercise schedule 
that fits your life style. A 20 
minute, evening walk around 
the neighborhood might be an 
adequate exercise schedule for 
you. 
“You won’t burn up huge 
amounts of calories by in­ 
creasing your activity in these 
ways,” Dr. Greger notes. “After 
all, it takes 36 hours of walking 
to work off a pound of fat.” 
But exercise does add up. A 20 
minute walk every day for 5 
years would take off 20 pounds, 
And that's more calories than 
you’ll burn up by playing touch 
football for a couple of hours a 
month or exercising with a belt 
massager for one hour a week. 
In addition, you should't fear 
that a moderate increase in 
exercise will increase your 
appetite. Dr. Greger says ap­ 
petite only increases when you 
go on an all-out exercise 
program.

CROP-CWS Rushes 
Aid To Hurricane 


Fifi Victims 


Reacting quickly to the wide­ 
spread devastation caused by 
Hurrican Fifi. Church World 
Service CROP has rushed aid to 
the disaster-stricken Central 
American nations, where 50,000 
are homeless, over 5,000' dead 
and more than $500 million in 
damage has been reported 
To meet 
the 
immediate 
problem 
of 
health 
and 
sanitation, and to ward off 
epidemics, CWS imm.edia.tely 
airlifted 160 pounds of an­ 
tibiotics, 121 pounds of anti- 
diarrhea medicine and 200,000 
water purification tablets into 
Honduras, the nation hardest- 
hit by the storm. 
At the same time, CROP — 
the Community Hunger Appeal 
of Church World Service — 
diverted a shipment of non-fat 
dry and chocolate milk intended 
for 
Nicaragua, where the 
hurricane’damage is not as ex­ 
tensive, into me immediate 
disaster area. Reports coming 
out of Honduras indicate that 
many thousands of the homeless 
victims have been trapped on 
high ground and on top of houses 
since the hurricane and have not 
eaten... CROP1 also has another 
20,000 pounds of milk available, 
and this will be shipped to the 
hardest hit areas as the true 
extent of the damage becomes 
known. 
The Church World Service 
Clothing Appeal, administered 
by CROP, shipped 2,000 pounds 
of infant’s and 
children’s 
clothing and 800 blankets to the 
neighboring nation of Belize 
(formerly British Honduras). 
Though not as hard hit as 
Honduras, 
Belize 
suffered 
extensive damage from 
the 
Hurricane. 
A two-man team representing 
CWS CROP is in the area and 
evaluating the situation. First 
reports indicate that emergency 
food 
supplies, 
children’s 
clothing and medical supplies 
constitute the most pressing 
need. 
Agricultural 
item s, 
especially seeds, will be needed 
as soon as the flood waters 
recede to help bring the people 
back to a self-sustaining level. 
CROP and Church World 
Service is sending out an urgent 
appeal to all concerned people 
for funds, seeds and. des.pera.tely 
needed clothing. The CWS 
Clothing 
Appeal 
cautions 
everyone not to send clothing 
directly to Honduras, or other 
nations within the area, but to 
send the clothing through 
Church World Service so that 
they can arrange tor orderly 
transportation and distribution 
of the clothing to areas where 
the need is greatest. 
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Little Ways To Exercise 
Protein: The Real Scoop 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. - 
You, hear a lot about protein 
these 
days. 
High 
quality 
protein. Low quality protein. 
Inexpensive protein sources. 
Expensive protein sources. But 
what’s it all mean? 
Betty Rehfeld, Extension 
foods and nutrition specialist at 
Purdue University, attempts to 
clear up the question marks 
surrounding protein. 


Protein is the chief tissue 
builder in the body,” Dr. Reh­ 
feld explains. “It's also needed 
to 
make 
hemoglobin, 
an­ 
tibodies, and enzymes in the 
body. And much of the protein in 
the American diet is used to 
supply energy.”1 ' 


How' does protein work? Dr. 
Rehfeld says that protein is 
made up of smaller units called 
amino acids. Once a protein is 
eaten, it is broken down. — 
digested — into amino acids. 
These acids are absorbed and 
rearranged in the body to form 
many special and distinctive 
body tissues. 
The amino acids we get from, 
food supplements amino acids 
that the body produces by it­ 
self. The amino acids which the 


body can't make must be 
supplied by food. 
There 
are 
several 
food 
sources for protein, Dr. Rehfeld 
says, listing meat, fish, poultry, 
eggs, milk, and beans as 
exam ples. 
However, 
some 
sources provide 'better quality 
protein than others... 
“The kind and amount of 
amino acids in a protein food 
determine its nutritive value. 
Proteins which supply all the 
dietary essential amino acids in 
the same proportion needed by 
the body rate highest in value,” 
the specialist explains. 
Protein foods of animal origin 
are top-ranking in nutritive 
value, she continues, 'These

« 
include meat, fish, poultry, 
eggs, and milk. 
Protein from soybeans is also 
high in quality. 
Many of the cereals would not 
rank high in protein value. 
However, Dr. Rehfeld points out 
that the addition of milk in 
creases the protein value of 
cereal by complementing the 
amino acid pattern. 
The specialist suggests that 
you eat. one serving of a protein 
food from an animal source at 
each meal.

WASHINGTON (U PIl - It 
has been a cliche since the 
Dewey cam paign of 1948 to 
speak 
of 
“snatching 
defeat 
from, the jaw s of victory.” But 
President Ford gave the old 
saw a new twist by snatching 
W atergate from political obliv­ 
ion with the pardon of Richard 
Nixon. 
W hatever else went through 
the President 's mind as he was 
considering granting his pre­ 
decessor a full pardon before 
either indictment or trial, it 
could not have been regard for 
Republican Party candidates in 
the 1974 elections that settled 
the question. 
Had Nixon remained in office 
during the impeachment pro­ 
ceedings that were inexorably 
underway when he quit. W ater­ 
gate would have been a prime 
campaign issue for Democratic 
candidates from the national to 
local levels. 
By getting out, Nixon gave 
GOP candidates the gift of 
having neither to defend nor 
repudiate him in the campaign 
By 
telling 
his 
first 
news 
conference that he would wait 
to see what the prosecutors 
developed against Nixon before 
deciding whether to use his 
pardon power, Ford just about 
shut the door on the W atergate 
issue for this fall. 
Now Watergate is out in the 
open 
once 
again, 
and 
the 
situation actually may be more 
difficult 
for 
Republicans 
to 
handle 
than 
had 
Nixon 
re­ 
mained in office to the bitter 
end. 
Notwithstanding 
predictions 
from pollsters and others that 
the Republicans were going to 
take a fearful shellacking in 
November, 
many 
GOP 
of­ 
ficeholders and candidates felt 
it 
would 
be 
possible 
to 
disassociate themselves from 
the W atergate scandal and the 
taint on the presidency. 
One posture taken to achieve 
this was to deplore W atergate 
but point out that the scandal 
was the work of Nixon zealots, 
not 
Republican officeholders. 
Another 
was 
to 
fervently 
em brace 
political 
reform 
proposals and impose the most 
stringent rules, on the conduct 
of their own campaigns. 
A 
third, all the while expressing 
distaste for dirty politics, was 
to play on the known public 
feeling that “everyone does it.” 


When Ford took office, none 
of this appeared needed. The 
President made every sign of 
wanting to clear all traces of 
the 
Nixon 
“ Orange 
County 
Gang” out of his White House 
while 
at 
the 
sam e 
tim e 
avoiding any outright attack on 
his predecessor. 
That, 
plus 
the 
Presidents 
cautious comments on possible 
use of the pardon power, had 
the effect of shifting remaining 
public attention to Watergate 
away from the White House 
and away from the Republican 
party and its candidates. 
Then the Sunday morning 
bombshell. By pardoning Nixon 
outright. Ford brought back to 
the 
White 
House 
and 
the 
Republican 
party the entire 
argument about whether the 
former 
President 
should 
be 
pursued, charged and tried for 
crimes other men have already 
gone to prison for committing. 
There is no way Republican 
candidates 
can 
finesse 
this 
situation. Unless Ford produces 
creditable 
evidence 
of 
why 
Nixon 
had 
to 
be 
pardoned 
before he was even charged 
with a crime, Republicans must 
either support his decision or 
repudiate the new President. 
Supporting the President on 
the basis of his original reason* 
—the difficulty of obtaining £ 
fair trial for Nixon and simple 
m ercy—may be hard for many 
candidates to swallow, let alone 
try to sell to voters.

the 
President 
after 
the 
glad 
cries 
most 
Republicans uttered when Ford 
took office would be just as 
difficult and twice as em bar­ 
rassing.

“I don't think women are 
fluffy-headed at 
all 
about 
finance," said Vicki Moss, who 
in her 30s is making a career 
out of making women more 
c o n I i d e n t and more 
knowledgeable. She’s helping to 
make loans easier, especially 
for those women who want to 
start or expand their own 
businesses Many banks are 
reluctant to risk lending money 
to a woman 
“Male loan officers tend to 
look at her as being cared for," 
said Ms. Moss. “Old beliefs 
hang on 
“Even though there are some 
35 million women working 
outside the home, many in 
policy making, and management 
jobs or running their own 
businesses, the men tend to 
consider women's .jobs as a 
lark. 
“They still see the woman as 
the homemaker.” 
Some women also are at fault 
for this image. As Ms. Moss 
said, “We're conditioned to 
think of ourselves as people 
who believe we ll be taken care 
of. 
“Women don’t often want to 
make their own decisions. They 
seek out the experts when they 
could be their own. 
The 
potential is there " 
Ms. Moss, a divorcee and 
mother of two teenagers, holds 
graduate degrees in philosophy 
I rom the City University of 
New York (CUNY* and former­ 
ly taught there. At present, she 
is an assistant treasurer and 
the only women loan officer at 
New York’s Central State Bank, 
a small commercial bank now 
in its 50th year.. 
She went into the finance 
world by one of those fluke 
routes. At a seminar at CUNY’s 
graduate center, attended by 
many 
bankers, 
Ms 
Moss 
expressed her frustrations, 
especially as a liberationist, at 
dealing with banks and suggest­ 
ed ways banks could reach out 
more efficiently to women.

(UPI) - 
The Illinois Coal 2 Conference, 
focusing on the many problems 
of mining coal, keeping the 
environment pollution-free and, 
stepping up energy production, 
closes out a two-day session 
tod.,ay at 
Southern 
Illinois 
University. 
Leadoff speakers today were 
James R... Jones, director of 
environmental quality for the 
Peabody Coal Co., and Ernest 
D. Preate Jr., counsel, to the 
Environmental Quality Center. 
They were to discuss “environ­ 
mental considerations of in­ 
creased coal production." 
Three other speakers were 
scheduled before the conference 
closes out at a lunch to be 
addressed by John Kuhlman, 
chief of coal affairs of the 
Federal Energy Administration. 
Kuhlman’s topic is "Outlook— 
Project Independence. ’ ’ 
Gov. Daniel Walker, who 
called the second statewide coal 
conference of this year, will 
deliver the closing remarks.

of a coal research center at 
Southern Illinois University 
which would be jointly financed 
by the state and the US 
Bureau of Mines.

New Flu Strain 
Expected In U.S. 


ATLANTA (UPI* - A new. 
and deadlier flu strain is 
expected lo hit the United 
States this winter, according to 
the Center for Disease' Control. 
Dr. Larry Corey of the Viral 
Diseases branch of CDC said 
the Port Chalmers flu will 
spread over much of the nation 
after first being identified and 
isolated in New .Zealand,. 
Corey said the Port Chalmers 
variety was the Type A strain 
of flu virus which is deadlier 
than the Type B flu prevalent 
in this country last winter. He 
said its effects were worse 
because it more often hits 
adults, compared to Type B 
which mainly afflicts children 
who are more able to resist the 
disease. 
He said several cases of the 


Port Chalmers disease were 
isolated in Georgia and Missis­ 
sippi during the summer, and it 
is expected to appear in the 
Southeast, Midwest, Southwest, 
and Pacific regions this winter. 
Relatively mild outbreaks 
should occur in the mid-Atlantic 
and Northeast regions, he said, 
because both had outbreaks of 
Type A flu last winter.

one in every five in the "high 
risk" group-the elderly, very 
young and chronically ill—is 
expected to get flu shots.
